DEMOGRAPHIC In one of these Items, Java was characterized as a 
DEVELOPMENTS virtual demographic laboratory. The description 
IN CANADA is equally valid for Canada, but there the simi- 


larity of the two countries stops. In Malthusian 
terms, Java affords an ideal opportunity to investigate the diffi- 
culties of avoiding positive checks to growth, whereas Canada is 
unrivaled as a field for the investigation of the preventive checks 
to growth. On the one hand, Canada's low population density, ample 
and rather varied resources, and modern liberal government create a 
situation in which there are slight positive checks to growth. On 
the other hand, the processes of its peopling have left Canada with 
substantial groups representing most of the important combinations 
of rural and urban living, poverty and wealth, native and foreign 
birth and parentage, as well as varying degrees of schooling, and 
linguistic and religious diversity. The situation is one that yields 
an exceptional opportunity to isolate the relation of numerous cul- 
tural and econohic variables to fertility. Native British stock runs 
the gamut from poor, isolated, rural, andrelatively uneducated groups 
in the Maritimes to the well-to-do, educated, commercial, and indus- 
trial population of metropolitan Toronto and Vancouver. Ina few 
areas, people of the old French stock are stiil tobe found living in 
situations not vastly different from that of their eighteenth—century 
ancestors. They are also to be found as the majority group of metro- 
politan Quebec, and as minority groups over the entire range of urban 
and rural settlements. The presence of French Protestants, English 
Catholics, andadiversity of Eastern European peoples further extends 
the range of possible conditions in which the impact of modernization 
on human reproduction can be studied. 


Recent developments intensify the importance of thoroughly es- 
tablishing the background pattern of reproduction. On July first 
of this year, a generous program of family allowances was insti- 
tuted throughout the Dominion. Its effect on the fertility of Can- 
ada's wide variety of social and economic groups should interest 
everyone concerned with the formlation of positive population pol- 
icy. It will be possible to measure that effect only against the 
. bench mark of past experience. 


It is for this reason that the growing wealth of statistical 
material and analysis now being made available by the Dominion Bu- 
reau of Statistics is particularly welcome. MTracey's excellent 
monograph, Fertility of the Population of Canada (Monograph No. 3 
of the 1931 census, issued in 1941), presents a large array of ba- 
sic data and a comprehensive analysis of the situation from 1926 to 
1936. (See 7(2):655.) A preliminary reference bulletin, Gross and 
Net Reproduction Rates, Canada and Provinces, 1920-1942, issued by 
the Bureau of Statistics, brings the outlines of the situation up to 
date and is to be supplemented by more complete analyses. 








“Most important of all is the background information given by 
the 1941 census. Canada's registration system, like our own, has 
grown to national scope only in recent years. Hence, it has been 





























difficult to trace the pattern of differential fertility. However, 
in 1941 the census asked each married woman how many children ‘she 
had borne. The information for women who had completed their child- 
bearing period records the essential developments since the end of 
the last century. Comprehensive analyses of this material by Enid 
Charles are now becoming available. Thus far three preliminary bul- 
letins have been issued by the BureauofStatistics. They are: Trends 
in Canadian Family Size (No. F-1), Cultural Differences in Family 
Size (No. F-2), and Occupational Differences in Fertility (No. F-3). 
(See 11(1):191, and Title 1298, this issue.) Further studies are 
now being prepared. No attempt can be made here to summarize the 
reports. It will be possible merely to draw on the materials in 
order to illustrate a few points concerning one of the world's most 
interesting demographic situations. 


The front cover chart of this issue summarizes the growth of 
population between the censuses of 1931 and 1941 and shows something 
of its source. For Canada and each of the regions the bars from 
left to right show: (1) the per cent of actual intercensal growth, 
(2) the per cent growth that would have arisen from natural increase 
if there had been no migration, and (3) the per cent of growth ina 
decade that is ultimately inherent in the age schedules of fertility 
and mortality of the years 1940-1942. Both the crude natural in- 
crease and the intrinsic natural increase have been adjusted for 
under-registration of births by factors given in the reference bul- 
letin on Gross and Net Reproduction Rates, 1920-1942. 








Canada's population grew nearly-1l per cent between the cen- 
suses, a figure that may be compared with 7.2 for the United States 
in nearly the same period. As may be seen from the cover chart, the 
growth would have been even larger if there had not been a net emi- 
gration from the Dominion. Without migration the population would 
have increased by 12.5 per cent. 


Within the Dominion, the cover chart shows very little corre- 
lation between natural increase and actual growth. The three re- 
gions of highest natural increase, the Maritimes, Quebec, and the 
Prairies, were all net exporters of people, but differed in their 
growth records. The Maritimes and Quebec grew more rapidly than the 
Dominion as a whole, in spite of out-migration. (One province of 
the Maritimes, Nova Scotia, had a slight inward movement related to 
the war.) On the other hand, the Prairies, with a crude rate of 
natural increase exceeded only by Quebec, had the smallest growth in 
the Dominion. Saskatchewan was particularly hard hit. In spite of 
a natural increase of about 139 thousand the population dropped by 
26 thousand between the censuses, reflecting a net out-migration of 
more than 160 thousand people over the decade. This net outward 
movement amounted to more than one-sixth of the population in 1931. 
All the Prairie provinces shared in this net outward movement, which 
came as the joint result of the drought of the early ‘thirties and 
the growing industrial opportunities of other regions in the late 
‘thirties. The trend had its counterpart in the West North Central 
Division of the United States. Moreover, there was a heavy movement 
away from agriculture throughout the Dominion. In spite of large 
natural increases, the agricultural population declined in every 
province except Quebec and Alberta, and in these two the growth was 

















much smaller than the natural increase. The trek from the farm was 
large and general throughout the Dominion anditaffected the Prairie 
provinces with particular severity. 


British Columbia and Ontario were the only regions that had a 
net in-migration, and they are the two regions with the lowest nat- 
ural increase. In British Columbia the net in-migration was nearly 
twice as large as the natural increase during the decade. This prov- 
ince had the smallest natural increase inthe Dominions but the larg- 
est actual growth rate. Its experience was not unlike that of our 
Pacific states, and arose from the same causes. In Ontario the con- 
trast between growth and natural increase was much less striking. 
With the help of considerable in-migration,its growth rate was about 
that of the Dominion as a whole. 


Throughout Canada, as in the United States, the balance of mi- 
gration has gone from the agricultural areas of high natural increase 
toward the urban industrial and commercial centers of low natural 
increase. The contrasts are greater in Canada than in the United 
States because the regional differentiation both in natural increase 
and in economic development is sharper in Canada. 


The cover chart also permits comparison of the actual natural 
increase for the decade (the middle bars) with the intrinsic increase 
(the bars to the right). The comparison is only roughly accurate. 
The intrinsic rates of increase for a decade were estimated from net 
reproduction rates for provinces and the mean length of generation for 
Canada as a whole. Moreover, in lieu of records for the intercensal 
years, the experience of 1940-1942 was used. For Canada as a whole, 
the inaccuracy is probably less than that introduced by somewhat ar- 
bitrary adjustments for under-registration of births. For the regions, 
intrinsic rates forthe intercensal years would have differed somewhat. 
Probably the rate for Quebec would have been higher than that shown, 
and the rate for British Columbia would have been lower. However, the 
general jattern shown on the cover chart is substantially that of the 
intercensal period. 


The intrinsic growth rate shows the natural increase that would 
occur in a ten-year period if there were no migration, and if the 
fertility and mortality of each age group were to remain unchanged 
at the levels of 1940-1942 untilastable age distribution is achieved. 
In a stable age distribution, the existing vital balance of the Do- 
minion would support only a 9 per cent increase per decade. The ac- 
tual, orcrude, natural increase was12.5 percent, because past events 
have left Canada with an age composition that is favorable to high 
birth rates andlow death rates. In every region except one the crude 
rates exceed the intrinsic rates forthe same reason. The differences 
are particularly sharp in the regions to which young migrants have 
been flowing in recent decades, notably British Columbia, the Prai- 
ries, and Ontario. In the Maritimes, on the other hand, where for 
decades rapid natural increase without expanding economic opportunity 
has stimulated an outward movement of young people, the population 
hasanage distribution adversely constituted for growth. Asaresult, 
the crude natural increase was less than that which would ultimately 
result from a perpetuation of the existing vital balance without mi- 
gration. 

















The contrast in the underlying vital balance of the regions is 
striking. The intrinsic natural increase for the Maritimes was al- 
most seven times that of British Columbia. Quebec's rate was near- 
ly as high as the Maritimes'. For the intercensal period it prob- 
ably was quite as high, and in earlier decades it undoubtedly was 
higher. However, the outstanding fact is that the population of 
Quebec, with its heavy urban and metropolitan development, had an 
intrinsic rate of the same general magnitude as that of the essen- 
tially rural Maritimes. 


The older patterns of fertility and something of their changes 
are shown in the accompanying Figure 1, which is based on Table 2 
of Bulletin F-1. The chart shows the average number of children 
ever born to married women who were aged 55-64 and 45-54 in 1941. 
The former were bearing their children in the period from 1891 to 
1931, and the latter ten years later in the period 1901 to 1941. 
Differences between the two age groups reflect time trends to some 
extent. However, they do not measure declines precisely, because of 
disturbances introduced by migration. The data were obtained as of 
the place of residence of the women in 1941, which in many instances 
was not the place of residence when the children were being born. 
Probably many of the women in cities actually bore their children in 
smaller urban communities and in rural areas, and certainly many of 
those living in the Prairie provinces and inBritish Columbia in 1941 
bore their children while they were residents of other regions. The 
trend relation may also be disturbed by an association between fer- 
tility and longevity about which all too little is known. 


In spite of the lack of precision of such materials in meas- 
uring time trends, the general patterns are clear enough. The fer- 
tility of married women in rural Quebec was spectacularly high, and 
was not declining. That of women in the Maritimes and Prairies was 
high by ordinary standards and also scarcely changing. Migration 
disturbs the usefulness of the data for measuring trends in British 
Columbia, but in the case of Ontario the average size of family was 
definitely declining. In other words, during this period, which 
largely reflects events of the beginning of this century, fertility 
of rural populations was declining most in those areas where it was 
already lowest. In the rural areas of higher fertility the downward 
trend had not yet established itself. 


In the larger cities, however, the trend toward fewer births 
was universal, and it was especially marked in Quebec. If we com 
pare Figure 1 with the intrinsic rates of the cover chart, it is 
clear that recent declines must have been very rapid inQuebec. These 
declines apparently came as the resultant of three major factors: 
(1) .rapid urbanization, (2) sharp drops in the fertility of urban 
women, and (3) rising age atmarriage, the latter factor being unique 
to Quebec. Other evidence given in the current reports suggests that 
the decline was particularly marked in the younger age groups. In 
general, the chart shows both the leveling influence of city life on 
fertility, and the wide differences remaining as aresult of cultural 
heterogeneity and insulation. 


Figure 2 shows the relation of each selected factor to fertil- 
ity when all other selected factors are held constant. Except that 
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it omits any explicitly economic index, it goes far toward showing 
the major ingredients of the regional differences in fertility dur- 
ing this period. Again the data relate to married women who were 
45-54 years of age in 1941. They summarize the fascinating and much 
more detailed relationships presented in Table III of Bulletin F-2. 
This table gives the average number of children born per married wo- 
man for all possible combinations of each attribute listed in the 
chart. Thus the average number of births per married woman with less 
than eight years of schooling is shown for each of the twenty-four 
possible combinations of residence, place of birth, mother tongue, 
and religion. Corresponding sets of twenty-four values are given 
for women with 9-12 years of schooling and for those with 13 or more 
years of schooling. The average values for the fertility of women 
with different lengths of schooling, but with all other factors held 
constant, are then obtained by taking the unweighted means of all 
values in which the specified degree of schooling appears. fThus, 
Figure 2 shows a standardized mean of 4.9 children per married woman 
with less than 8 years of schooling. This is not the actual average 
of all such women, but the one that would be obtained if there were 
equal numbers of women in each of the twenty-four combinations in 
which women with less than8years of schooling appear. The standard- 
ized averages for other factors were similarly obtained. 


Each of the factors considered, except place of birth, was 
closely correlated with fertility. When all other factors are held 
constant, high fertility is characteristic of women with: (1) less 
than eight years of schooling, (2) residence in rural districts, 
(3) French mother tongue, and (4) Catholic religion. Where, as in 
rural Quebec, large proportions of the population have all of these 
characteristics, the average of 7.5 live births per married woman 
shown in Figure 1 emerges. Where, as in the cities of British Co- 
lumbia, large proportions of the population fall into the contrast- 
ing categories, the value of 2.5 children per married woman appears. 


The patterns considered above are those of the first decades 
of the century. Recently they have been changing rapidly with the 
spread.of urbanization. As Dr. Charles says in concluding the sec- 
ond preliminary Bulletin: "The most significant result obtained has 
been the similarity of response of all cultures to higher standards 
of living and a greater variety of material wants." She believes 
that "the ultimate reproductive destiny of all appears to be the same. 
In Vancouver, the most metropolitan city of Canada, the obliteration 
of all cultural difference at a level of fertility insufficient to 
maintain a stationary population has been nearly reached." ({p. 53.) 


It is interesting to speculate whether this common destiny will 
be altered by the new program for family allowances initiatedona 
Dominion-wide basis on July first. Will the speed with which group 
differences are closing be checked or hastened, and will the ultimate 
level of family size be lifted? Ina few years the answers should 
become apparent. 


The program is a sweeping one. It is summarized in the Labour 
Gazette for March, 1945 (Vol. XLV, No. 3, pp. 271-272). Monthly 
cash payments to parents are provided at the rate of $5.00 for each 
child under 6 yéars of age, $6.00 for each child aged 6-9, $7.00 for 








each child aged 10-12, and $8.00 foreach child aged 13-15. All these 
provisions apply to the first four children. For the fifth child, 
payments are reduced by $1.00; for the sixth and seventh, by $2.00; 
and by $3.00 for each additional child. It is also provided that 
allowances are not payable inrespect to any child above six years of 
age who is physically able toattend school but does not do so or re- 
ceive equivalent training. 


The official rationale for the reduction of payments after the 
fourth child appears to be that clothing, school books, and other 
equipment can be used again by the younger children of the family. 
Probably the dominant actual consideration was the political need to 
devise a system that would avoid requesting the other provinces to 
subsidize the large families of Quebec. At least there is a notably 
close agreement between the per cent of the total federal taxes paid 
by Quebec and the per cent of the total estimated payments to go to 
families in Quebec. The proportions are as follows:

On the basis of these estimates the populations of Ontario and 
British Columbia will be subsidizing those of the Maritimes and 
Prairies. Urban residents will also be subsidizing those of rural 
communities, and of course the well-to-do, the poor. It is expected 
that the average allowance perchild per month will be $5.96 in rural 
areas, and $6.12 in urban districts where families are smaller. On 
the other hand, payments to rural families are expected to average 
$16.01 per month and those to urban families $13.33 per month. 


Apparently the program was not thought of primarily as a demo- 
graphic measure. The debates suggest that it was conceived almost 
exclusively as an economic and welfare measure to assist in the dif- 
. ficulties of postwar adjustment. For example, one of the points made 
in its support to overcome labor opposition was that "as allowances 
will continue during strikes they constitute a guarantee of basic 
care for children in every home and actually give the worker more 
freedom to oppose unscrupulous employers." 


Whether intentional or not, the effect of the allowances on the 
birth rate may be substantial. Its exact nature is muchlessclear, 
although it is nearly certain that the impact will fall very differ- 
ently on the different components of the population. Obviously, the 
payments will amount to a very considerable subsidy in the case of 
poor families. One wonders whether childbearing may not become one 
of the more lucrative forms of economic activity now open to Indians 
and Eskimos, who are covered in the plan. However, it is not at all 
clear that the payments will assist in maintaining the size of family 
in the most fertile sections of the population. Perhaps the higher 































































levels of material welfare which they should make possible and the 
stimulus they should give to education will hasten the spread of ur- 
ban values, and in the long run speed the decline of fertility. On 
the other hand, they may afford a substantial check to the decline of 
irth rates in the urban middle classes. Hence, family ailowances 
might even tend to level the differences in fertility. Time alone 
will tell what the impact of such allowances will be, and there are 
few countries where it could tell with such precision as in Canada. 


ALL THESE The contributions to research and plarining inherent in 
PEOPLE continuing cooperative study of regional cultures are 
abundantly demonstrated in the first quarter century's 
experience of the Institute for Research inSocial Science at the Uni- 
versity of North Carolina. The history of the empirical research of 
the Institute, the relationship of such research to the development 
of the sociology of regionalism, and its implications for regional and 
national planning are outlined by Howard W. Odum and Katharine Jocher 
in the March issue of Social Forces. The early collections of the 
folk songs and beliefs of the Negro had only slight relevance to de- 
mography, but they were followed by a series of regional studies of 
the Negro that included Guion G. Johnson's A Social History of the Sea 
Islands, Guy B. Johnson's Folk Culture on St. Helena Island, T. J. 
Woofter's Black Yeomanry, and Arthur Raper's Preface to Peasantry. 




















The driving research interest of the Institute has not been sim- 
ple description of the culture of the South, but rather the analysis 
of the inter-relationships of people and resources within a dynamic 
cultural milieu. Formulated in policy terms, the major problem is 
the achievement of a better regional balance of people and resources 
within the South, or, in broader focus, the achievement of regional 
equality amd balance inAmerica. An appreciable proportion of regional 
research as thus defined is cultural demography. The contributions 
to population research from the members of the Institute's staff have 
been both numerous and notable. The studies of Southern culture as 
a whole include Rupert B. Vance's Human Geography of the South and 
Howard W. Odum's Southern Regions of the United States, and the prev- 
alent fertility patterns were analyzed in Margaret Hagood's Mothers 
of the South. A high proportion of the eighty-seven books and mono- 
graphs and the three hundred articles and chapters published by the 
staff of the Institute has been listed in the bibliography of Popula- 
tion Index. 








The comprehensive demography of the South which has long been 
anticipated by population students has been announced by the Univer- 
sity of North Carolina Press for publication in October. Written by 
Rupert B. Vance, with the collaboration of Nadia Danilevsky, it is 
entitled All These People, The Nation's Human Resources in the South. 
The title is at onceastatement of the central characteristic of the 
South and an affirmation of a faith that, given a lessening of the 
persistent inequalities in economic and cultural opportunity, the 
people of the South would be a regional and a national asset. Vance 
began work on this systematic demography of the Southeast almost a 
decade ago, when depression in industry and continuing deflation in 





















































agriculture had made the South the nation's "economic problem number 
one." He completed it early in 1945, when an expanding awareness of 
population problems and population trends was apparent in the orien- 
tation of both social research and social policy--when, indeed, the 
reproductive performance of regions and classes was beginning to be 
re-evaluated in relation to the fact that "it is the first duty of a 
nation to survive." He looks forward realistically to a future when 
the men, the women, and the maturing youth of the South may again be 
"surplus," but he outlines those regional and national policies which, 
if implemented, would eventually enable the people of the South to 
share in and contribute equally to the economic and cultural life of 
the nation. 


It is difficult to summarize All These People. Its five hundred 
pages are an encyclopedic description and analysis of the population 
dynamics of the South, the agricultural and industrial patterns of 
living that are both cause and effect ofthe demographic difficulties, 
and the cultural inadequacies that are perpetuated by and tend to per- 
petuate the economic inequalities. It is the most comprehensive demo- 
graphic analysis ever attempted for a region of the United States. 
Even more, since the emphasis is on the South asaregion of the Unit- 
ed States, itis the most complete picture of the social and economic 
demography of the United States in 1940 that is now available. 





All These People has many of the characteristics of a source—book. 
Social orientation and population policy are allocated only three of 
the thirty-two chapters: Chapter 1, "Human resources and social val- 
ues"; Chapter 31, "The formulation of regional-national population 
policy"; and Chapter 32, "Wanted, the South's future forthe nation." 
Emphasis is placed on the presentation and analytical interpretation 
of factual materials, primarily the data of the 1940 decennial census. 
Summary tables are included, maps and charts are used profusely, and 
technical explanations are reduced to a minimun. 





The first major section, "The dynamics of population," covers 
the traditional field of demography: intercensal changes, sex and age 
composition, fertility, natural increase, migration, and the changing 
occupational composition. The necessity for continuing and even ac- 
celerated migration is stressed, despite the slowing rate of natural 
increase. The war has permitted only a temporary and partial escape 
- from "the long-time problem of reconstructing an outmoded cotton econ- 
omy....Without great migratory movements we cannot equalize the un- 
equal flow of population increase, redress our regional inequalities, 
balance the demand for labor between changing employment capacities, 
nor use our human and natural resources to the best advantage." 


Part II, "Population and the agrarian economy," and Part III, 
"Population and the industrial economy," describe the difficulties of 
the old economy and the potentialities and problems of the new. The 
continued reliance of the regiononcotton has not been an irrational 
foible; rather, in the prevailing conditions of land holdings, capital 
deficits, and labor surpluses, cotton has"comparative advantages over 
any commercial crop or combination of crops that can be substituted 
for it." Mechanization with its consequent displacement of population 
was in process before the war, even without the mechanical cotton 
picker; its accelerated development after the warisinevitable. How- 

































ever, the predominant agriculture of the Southeast remains cotton and 
tobacco culture, not diversified agriculture, and the prevalent form 
of land tenure for both races remains that share tenancy which "...as 
deyeloped in the Cotton Belt is ruinous of both land and men." 


Increasing industrialization within ths South is anecessary part 
of any plan for lessening economic inequalities. The problemis both 
Southern and national. The South, unlike many of the world's backward 
areas for which postwar industrialization is planned, has long been 
integrated into a highly industrialized economy. In addition, while 

‘the theoretical advantages of industrialization are many, there is 
little scientific information on the social aspects of the industri- 
alization process. Vance seeks apartial basis for assessing the ef- 
fects of industrialization through detailed analysis of the process 
as it has operated in the once rural areas of the Southern Piedmont. 


A final major factual section, "Cultural adequacy of the people," 
documents the health and educational handicaps under which Southern 
people labor in their search for economic opportunity and adequate 
living. Vance here demonstrates again and again the urgent need for 
a national program "designed to support an educational minimum irre- 
spective of residence, race, or economic situation....Nations that 
neglect the essentials of national survival should not talk too much 
in terms of their ideals of democracy when...they have allowed these 
ideals to go unrealized." Improved education, industrialization, di- 
versification of the occupational structure, and increase inthe quan- 
tity and quality of leadership are all aspects of aprocess of change 
that would gradually lessen the economic and cultural differentials 
between the South and the other regions. 


The regional-national population policy which Vance develops 
stresses the maintenance of population replacement as an essential as- 
pect of national survival, but this maintenance must contribute to eco- 
nomic stability and economic opportunity, and itmust be achieved by 
democratic processes. The development of the contraceptive program 
in the Public Health Departments of many of the states of the South 
is only one aspect of democratic population policy in action. Any 
population policy is part of a larger national policy, economic and 
political, and, conversely, total national policy is population pol- 
icy in so far as its goal is the conservation and development of the 
total human resources of the nation. Expanding economic opportunity 
thus becomes the major population policy forthe region and the nation. 
"The goal to be sought and the touchstone of development is higher 
utilization of resources and higher standards and levels of living for 
the total population, regional and national." 


MAINSPRINGS OF The development of science is inthe main a prosaic 
CIVILIZATION process. The long andcareful work of a generation 

of scholars may yield only minor refinements of or 
accretions to the verified knowledge which was their heritage from the 
past. Creative research, however, extends beyond the verification and 
refinement of the knowledge of the past tothe planning and execution 
of studies designed to test new hypotheses. It is in this field of 














































the creation of hypotheses that scientists profit greatly from the 
work of those imaginative scholars who develop broad generalizations 
extending far beyond the limited deductions that follow logically from 
available data. Ellsworth Huntington has been foralmost forty years 
one of those scientists in related fields who have both shocked and 
stimulated the orthodox workers in the social sciences in the United 
States. The demographic aspects of geographic and climatic variables 
have been stressed in many of his twenty-seven books, notably in The 
Pulse of Asia, The Character of Races, Civilization and Climate, The 
Pulse of Progress, After Three Centuries (with Martha Ragsdale), and 
Season of Birth. His latest study, just issued by John Wiley andSons, 
Inc., and entitled Mainsprings of Civilization, is presented as a ré- 
sumé of his life's work, asummary of the work of others, and, in se- 
lected fields, a new contribution. 

















The stated approach in Mainsprings of Civilization is eclectic. 
"Every human situation depends upon the combined effect of heredity, 
physical environment, and cultural endowment." (p. 169.) Few would 
Gisagree with this statement, but in any given situation the problem 
becomes the relative weight to be assigned to one set of factors as 
against the others. Here Huntington believes that "the present fash- 
ion of explaining historic events and circumstances almost solely in 
terms of culture and economics seems to be due largely to scarcity of 
knowledge as to physical environment and heredity." (p. 139.) 





Part I, "The background of civilization," considers that "basic 
evolutionary urge which is the supreme fact of history." (p. 14.) 
Part II, "Heredity," considers race, migration, and selection. The 
major theses are that migration is always and systematically selec- 
tive; that the degree of the selectivity varies directly with the 
difficulty of the migration; that if migration is difficult enough it 
produces a similar temperamental type, regardless of the original dif- 
ferences among the migrants; that the social level from which migrants 
come varies according to the strength and nature of the impulse to mi- 
gration; and that the impulse to migration is due to both push and 
pull. The Puritans are taken as a test case to illustrate the pre- 
eminent significance of the biological and social selectivity of mi- 
gration. 


Closely related to the theory of the selectivity of migration is 
the theory of the kith, defined as "a group of people relatively homo- 
geneous in language and culture, and freely intermarrying with one 
another." The Puritans, the people of Iceland, the commercial leaders 
of India, the Jews, and the Hakkas of China are among the groups cited 
to illustrate the intellectual and cultural advances produced by these 
highly selected and endogamous groups. The analytical value of this 
conception of biological selection, especially as it operates through 
the creation of kiths, is illustrated by the nomadic invasions from 
the steppes to the agricultural areas of Asia, and by the development 
and persistence of the Prussian Junkers. The broad general conclusion 
is that the creationof kiths through biological selectivity has been 
a great historic experiment in eugenics and points the way toward new 
lines of eugenic investigation and policy. 


Part III, "Physical environment and human activity," is a summary 
and further development of Huntington's work onthe geographic pattern 




















of civilization; the relation of health, social development, and pro- 
gress to climatic efficiency; the influence of weather; and climatic 
rhythms and cycles. Two novel hypotheses are advanced inthis section. 
One concerns the relationship of the periodicity inthe variations of 
atmospheric ozone to the reproductive cycles of animals and the mental 
activity of man, while the other relates cycles in atmospheric elec- 
tricity to human psychological reactions as manifested in business and 
price cycles. 


The concluding chapters exparid the detailed studies and the lim- 
ited hypotheses into an all-embracing theory of the relationship be- 
tween the stormy phases of long climatic cycles and the expansion and 
flowering of civilizations.

STATISTICAL INSTITUTE man of the Committee on Demographic Statis-

Dr. Ricardo Luna Vegas, Chief of the De- 
partment of the Census of the National Bureau of Statistics of Peru, 
Spent a year in the Permanent Office of the Institute in Washington 
analyzing the census experience of the Americas as a basis for the 
development of minimum standards for the proposed hemispheric census. 
His study is published in the March issue of Estadistica under the 
title: Metodos de los Censos de Poblacién de las Naciones Americanas.

The rate 
of progress also depends upon the degree 
to which the geographic environment in 
all its phases is appropriate to the stage 
of culture previously attained...."
